Grand RON Ader he brave Defeat of the 
formidable Invaſion of Georgia, by the Spaniards, in 
Ju 1742, receiy'd repeated Advices of their Pre- 
parations for another and more powerful Attempt. 
on that Colony ; for which they were provided with 
_ Tranſports, at the Havannab, and Auguſtine, and were 
beating up for Voluntiers all over Mexico and Peru. 
The Governor of the Havannah was to command in 
the Expedition, and his Excellency had private In- 
formation, that they would be at leaſt ten thou- 
ſand ſtrong. He at the ſame Time had Informa- 
tion, that their late Loſſes had much weaken' d 
the Gariſon of Auguſtine, who were daily expect- 
ing Recruits and Proviſions from Old Spain, the 
latter of which they were alſo in Diſtreſs for; 
notwithſtanding which, they had form'd a Camp 
at Diego. To divert the ſanguine Hopes of the 
Spaniards to make a Conqueſt of this Province; 
to ſhew them that he was ſtill alive, and as un- 
daunted at the Head of his Handful of Men, as 
they could be with their Thouſands; to confine 
them and pen them up within the Walls of their 
Caſtle, by harraſſing them withSontinual Alarms, 
and thereby inducing them to believe he had had 
powerful Aſſiſtances from Home; and to deter 
them from attempting again to viſit a Spot, which 
had been ſo fatal to them, was his Excellency's laud- 
able ' Deſign, in undertaking the Incurſion of 
March 1743; when, with an unheard-of Boldneſs,

dents that have happen'd in them, would afford 
much Entertainment. Join'd to the Qualities of 
the good Soldier, and able Sailor, they are, alſo, 
expert Fiſhers, and moſt excellent Huntſmen; 
Characters of great Importance, and abſolutely 
neceſſary in this Country. In one Week, at Fort- 
Fam, only four Men of the Command, purely 
for Diverſion, caught, to my Knowledge, with {1

try, which he had on board his Veſſels; or Fiſh, 
of which large Quantities were catch'd in the 
aforeſaid Creek, which ran before his Hut, and 


ſo paſs'd, after ſeveral ſerpentine Turnings, into 
the Wood, on the contrary Side of the Savannah. 


At the other End of the Savannah, we clear'd a 


Paſſage, from 87. Fuan's Beach, into it, thro* a 


thick, mournful Wood, which had been robb'd 


of Leaves and Growth, by former Indian Fires; 
in which was placed an Advanc'd Guard of fifteen

Rangers were, with their Horſes, encamp'd in a 
ſmall Cloſe near the Soldiers of the Regiment; 
whilſt the new Recruits and Marines, with the 


Highlanders, either encamp'd on the Beach, of 
kept on board their reſpective Boats. Whilſt in 


this Situation, our Men built themſelves ſmall 
Huts, divided themſelves into ſeparate Meſſes, 
and with the utmoſt Decorum enter'd into all 


the Economy of Families. The Woods fell at 
their repeated Strokes, for Firing and Building; 
and the whole Place began to look like an in- 
habited Country. Every Officer had a Hut, at 
the Head of his Platoon; and, ſo, was ready to 
quell any Diſorder that might ariſe. Their Pro- 


viſions conſiſted of Rice, Beef, Flour, and Mo- 


loſſes, which were deliver'd for two or three Days 


at a Time, by the Commiſſary and Quarter- 


Maſter, from on board the Store-Schooner; where 
a Man of every Meſs repair'd to fetch it, for him- 
ſelf and Comrades. Their Drink was Water, as 
was the General's, and the reſt of the Officers, 
from the Wells we had dug round the Camp; 
which, to ſay the beſt of it, was brackiſh, green, 
muddy and ſtinking. Frequently, when bad Huſ- 
bandry had exhauſted our Proviſions before the 


Time of a Supply, our Men would go out to fiſh, 
and oyiter: And lo! the whole Camp was over- 


ſpread with the marine Inhabitants.

ing very well, that the Ruſt of Inactivity and 


Idleneſs too ſoon corrupts the Minds, and ener- 
vates the Body of the Soldier. To this are, perhaps, 


| owing, the many different Fatigues, his Regiment 


goes thro? in Georgia, which he is always promot- _ 
ing; as, clearing Roads, draining Swamps, Marſhes, 
c. which ſo harden'd and ſtrengthen'd the R- 
man Legions, who have left, from the Time f 


Cæſar to the Declenſion of their Empire, eternal 


| Monuments of Induſtry and Labour, in all the 


Countries they ſubdu*'d; At two o Clock, a hard 
Rain (accompanied with repeated Lightnings, and 
Thunder-Claps, that are common in theſe Southern 


Climates, and are wonderfully ſevere ; the whole 
Element ſeeming to be kindled into a livid Flame, 


and all Nature meeting with à general Diſſolu- 
tion) ſet in, and continued till we were thorough- 


% 


ly ſoak'd, and our Arms had received conſidera- 


ble Damage. At four o' Clock, the Cowhati In- 
dians, who went to Auguſtine, after ſo long Ex- 


pectations, and divers Conjectures about their long 


Stay, return'd ; bringing with them five Scalps, 
one Hand, which was cut off with the Glove on, 
ſeveral Arms, Clothes, and two or three Spades; 
which they had the Boldneſs to bring away, after 
having attack*'d a Boat with upwards of forty 


Men 
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killing about twenty of them, and over-ſetting 
the reſt; who alſo had met with Death, but for 


the continu'd Fire of their great Guns. It ſeems, 
that they were Pioneers, and were going, under 


an Officer, to dig Clay for the King's Works. We 
heard them long before they came in Sight, by 
the melancholy Notes of their warlike Death-houp. 


For the Spaniards having kill'd one of their People, 


they, as uſual with them in that Caſe, gave no 
uarter, and therefore brought his Excellency no 


Priſoner; which was what he earneſtly deſir d. To 
give you a lively Idea of what occurs here, of 
theſe Sons of the Earth, I premiſe ſome Deſcrip- | 
tion of their Figure, Manners, and Method of 


making War. As to their Figure, tis generally 
of the largeſt Size, well proportion'd, and robuſt, 
as you can imagine Perſons nurs'd up in manly 


Exerciſes can be. Their Colour is a ſwarthy, cop- 


er Hue, their Hair generally black, and ſhaven, 
or pluck'd off by the Roots, all round their Fore- 
heads and Temples. They paint their Faces and 


ly, much like the former uncultivated Inhabitants 
of Britain, whom Tacitus mentions. Their Dreſs is 
a Skin or Blanket, tied, or looſely caſt, over their 


Shoulders; a Shirt which they never waſh, and 


which is conſequently greaſy and black to the laſt 
Degree; a Flap, before and behind, to cover their 


Privities, of red or blue Bays, hanging by a Girdle 


of the ſame ; Boots about their Legs, of Bays alſo; 


and what they call Morgiſſons, or Pumps of Deer 
or Buffalo Skin, upon their Feet. Their Arms, 
and Ammunition, a common Trading-Gun; a 
Pouch with Shot and Powder; a Tomohawk, or 
Diminutive of a Hatchet, by their Side; a Scalping- 3 
Noiſe, Piſtol, Sc. * * you'll fee their 

Dreſs, | 


Bodies, with Black, Red, or other Colours, in a 
truly diabolic Manner; or, to ſpeak more rational- 
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-Drefs,. by thoſe * 5 has carry 'd to Ear 
| Jand. As to their Manners, tho?. they are fraught 
with the greateſt Cunning in Life, you hf de 
little in their common Behaviour, above the brute 
Creation. In their Expeditions they hunt for their 
Proviſion, and, when boiled or barbecu'd, tear 
it to Pieces promi ſcuouſiy with their Fiſts, and 


1 devour it with a remarkable Greedineſs. Their 


Drink is Web-tures, or Water, on theſe Occaſions; 
but, at other Times, any Thing weaker than 
Wine or Brandy, is nauſeous to them; and 
oF they'll expreſs their great Abhorrence by ſpit- 
WF cing it out, and ſeeming to ſpew at it: All 
which is owing. to the Loſs of their native 
: Virtues, fince the Europeans have enter d into 
all Meaſures for trading with them; for, view 
them without Prejudice, you will perceive ſome 
Remains of an ancient Roughneſs and Simplicity, 
common to all the firſt Inhabitants of the Earth; 


even to our own. dear Anceſtors, Who, I believe, 


were much upon a Level with theſe Indian hunt- 
ing Warriors, whom his Excellency has ſo tam'd, 
& Fince his being in America, and made ſo ſubſervi- 
ent to the Benefit of the Exgi;h Nation. 
When they make an Incurſion into an Enemy 8 
Country, they decline the open Roads and Paths, 
and only ſcout along the Defiles and Woods, 
ready to pop on any Prey that ſhall appear in 
fte open Country ; whom they attack with terri- 
ble and mournful Cries, that aſtoniſh even more 
than their Arms. If none of their own Party by 
kill'd, they take Priſoners all they can lay Han 
on; but if on the contrary, they give no Quarter. 
Before they go to War, they undergo the Cere- 
= mony of Phyſickidg, which is done very privately, 
in the Receſſes of ſome hoary Wood, remote from 
the Eyes of any white Perſon; and generally em- 


ploys a 2 or two: Then performing the Cere-

mony of ain. War-Dance, they are ready t . 


gin their Work. Theſe two laſt mention'd Cere- 


monies ſeem to be a Mixture of the religious 


and the political. Their Medicine is a Kind of red 
Paſte, Ec. Sc. but of what made, the Lord above 
knows. 
So much will ſerve for the Purpoſe of chis Re- 
lation; and for a full Account of the religious and 
civil Affairs, Sc. of theſe natural Sons of America, 


a a farther Account of their Manners, and other enter- 
raining and curious Articles, I refer you to the many 
good Accounts that have formerly been given, by 


many creditable Authors; or to a Converſation with 
a very worthy and agreeable young Gentleman, 


now in England with his Excellency, whom, I hope, 
.you'll ſee, Thomas Marriotte, Eſq; who underſtands 
AE} People better, than any one I ever knew. 


Imagine to your ſelf a Body of ſixty or &- 


: venty of theſe. Creatures, marching in Rank and 
i File, (and by their martial Figure, and Size, 


forming, or extending a Front equal to that of 
two hundred Men,) with the mournful Howls 


and Cries, uſual on the Occaſion, and ever 


now and then popping their Pieces off, which 


was anſwer'd by the Main-Guard, as they paſs'd, 
in a continually reſum'd Fire. His Excellency 


was ſeated, to receive them, under ſome neigh- 


bouring Trees, on a Buffalos Skin, ſurrounded by 
his Officers; when every one approaching him, 
he ſhook them by the Hand, welcom'd them 
home, in the Indian Tongue, and thank'd them 


for the Service they had done him. The War 


Captains, or old Men, he retain'd; who being 
ſeated, had three Hogs, Fiſh, Oyſters, Bread, Beer, 
.and divers other Refreſhments given them; when 
they inform'd his Excellency, there was no Camp 
at Diego: And then his Excellency propos'd their 
marching again to Auguſtine, ? Mit him and his Peo- 


ple;

; but, whether they had been handled more” 
Ss than they repreſented, or, whether they 
were terrify d with the great Guns, c. they 
ſeem' d not much inclin'd to it; and ſeeing that tie 
General uſed a few Perſuaſions for that End, they 
objected to his ſmall Number, told him, they 
9 ſhift well enough, but were not pleas' d 
with the white Mens Method of going to War. 
They knew, as they expreſs'd it in their Tongue, 
that his Men were angry and full of Blood; but 
their red Paſſion would drive them into many 
Dangers, Sc. They retir'd and made themſelves 
drunk, that Evening, and thought no more of 
their Loſſes or Exploits. The General ſitting 
among them, and acquieſcing with their Man- 
ners, in their Cups, they promis'd to march with 
him; but what they ſaid, ſeem'd fore d, and he de- 
clin'd their Aid. The Nights are very cold, and 
the Dew wets us thro* and thro'; ſo that we are 
oblig*'d to keep Fires all round our Huts. The 
Difference between the intenſely heated Day, and 
the raw, chilly Night, attended with ſuch heavy 
Dews, muſt have a very noxious Influence upon 
the human Body. | 
Saturday, March 12. This Morning, Mr. Willi- 
am Abbot arrived Expreſs from Capt. Lieutenant 
James Mac Kay, Commanding-Offcer at Frederica, 
in a Canoo, bringing a Packet, which arriv'd 
from England, by the Way of Charles-T; own, for 
his Excellency. He acquaints us, all is well at 
home. We remain quietly in our Camp. The 
Indians want to return to Frederica, miſſing their | 
favourite Liquors; we hay! ng JOSEY to 8 ; 
them but Beer. | 
Sunday, March 13. Abbot is diſpatch'd a- 
gain to Frederica. Amongſt his other News, 
he brought Word of the taking of one Preber, 
Aa German, in the Creek Nation, who had endea» 
Kt 1 vour'd 
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aud to ſet the . 3 Borkbj ant 
ſeemed, by ſome Papers found on him, to be a 
ſubtil Jeſuit Miſſionary. - He was brought five 
hundred Miles, by Order of Capt. Kent, of Fort 
| Auguſta, to the General at Frederica, where he is 
confined by Capt. Mac Kay. He will, no Doubt, 

be heard much of in England ; for he: Was natura ö 
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lized in Carolina. 


Monday, March 14. B . arrives 905 ; 
Frederica in a Perriagua, who is immediately 
clapp'd in Irons, by his Excellency's Order, on 
board the Walter; he having trifled away his Time, 
and, by making twelve Indians, who were coming 
with him, drunk, occaſion'd their ſtaying at Amelia, 
from whence they returned to Frederica. At three 
in the Afternoon, the General was beat thro' the 
Camp; half an Hour after, the Aſembly, and 
immediately the Troop; when the whole prepared 
to march. His Excellency left the Veſſels at 
Anchor off Sr. Man's; and, on board the Walter, 
a Party commanded by Lieutenant Thomas Gold- 
ſmith, to aſſiſt in ſecuring his Retreat, if needful; 
and the Sick, under the Charge of Mr. Watkins, 
a Surgeon, Voluntice in the Expedition. Of all 


the Indians, only four, vis. the famous Tooanorvi, 


Sloffxaw, and two more accompany*'d us; the reſt 
ſetting off, in the Morning, for Frederica. - At 


four, we rench'd the Horſe-Guards, about a Mile 


below our Camp, a Place on the Beach; where 
the Spaniards, before the Siege of Sz. Auguſtine, 
kept a Party of Cavalry, at a Look-out, which is 
now deſtroy d. At this Place, a Boat had landed 


oY 


fome Barrels of Beer, which was diſtributed at a 


Pint a Man; and ſuch an unexpected Bounty 


from the General, wonderfully elated the Soldiers. 
We march'd briſkly from this Place, ſtill along 
St. Jan's Beach, fil the Cover of Night brought 
us to be firſt F 9 Camena 3 Ereek, 


as 


ab tis call'd by eur is ** where: we 
bi mb and mounting the Sand-Hills, - lay under ; 
Arms, in a Bottom, between two Ridges, mount · 
ing a Double- Guard, till the next Morning. The 
fiery Heat of the Sun, darting its Beams on us, 
which were reflected back by the Sand, and al- 
moſt ſcorch'd and blinded us, dufing this After- 
noon's March of fourteen Miles, was ſcarce bear- 
able, by ſuch of us, as were 'new- ones at this 
Trade; nor could we have ſtood it, but that 
the refreſhing Breeze from the Sea chear'd our 
Spirits. The Water we brought in our Cantines, 
and Bottles, was boiling hot; and our Arms burnt 
us, when we touch'd the Stecl. His Excellency, 
and his Horſemen rode before; and in our Van, 
march'd the Highlanders, and Capt. Horton with 
his Grenadiers; whilſt the Rear was brought 
by the new rais'd Virginians, under Enſign Wanſes. 
In the Night the Sand blew on us from the Hills, 
and, together with the hateful Dew, made our 
Lodging more untoriforrable: than can be de- 
fen. 
4 e March 1 By e 1 an Tine 
March, to the Road that leads to Diego, we ſtruck 
into it; from the Beach, and had then a Proſpect 
of the neighbouring Country. Twas with the ut- 
moſt Satisfaction, I ſurvey'd this Part of the fineſt 
Land in North America, which ſeem'd quite open, 
and was only, here and there, diverſify d with riſing 
Hummocks of Trees and leafy Thickets, which 
ſerv'd to enliven the variegated Scene. In ſhort, I 
began to fancy myſelf in Brizain, whoſe Paſtures and 
Meadows are ſtill fo freſh in my Mind; whilſt an 
Infinity of uncommon Birds were. chanting their 
wild Notes on every Buſh and Brake. Happy, 
unhappy Spaniards ! Poſlels'd of the fineſt Coun- 
tries in the World, you loſe them by your Covet- 
ouſneſs and Pride 1 Our Thirſt, each Man's Wa- 
3 | ter. 
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ter being expended, began to be very ſevere; ſa 


that the General ſoon order'd an Halt in a Marth, 
where we refreſh*d with Proviſion, and ſuch muddy 
Water as the Place afforded, at about ten o/ Clock 
in the Morning. Here it muſt be noted, that 
every Perſon carried his own Proviſion, (in his 
Knap-ſack, or Haver-ſack, on his Back, Officers 
and Gentlemen not excepted,) of which, we had 
for ſeven Days, at the Allowance of a Pound of 
- Biſcuit, and ten ounces of Cheeſe per Man; which, 
with Beef, if the Men choſe it, was, and is the 
_ uſual Allowance. At one, we reſum' d our Rout 
(and by the Narrowneſs of the Path were oblig'd to 
march one a-breaſt) thro? this fine fallow Country, 
which, before the Siege of Auguſtine, was replete 
with lowing Kine, and bleating Flocks of Sheep; 
but ſince that, they allow no Settlements in the 
Country, and keep all their Cattle on the 
Matangas, continually in fear of another Inva- 
ſion; leaving this fine Land deſert and uncultiva- 
ted. At three, we arriv'd at the Place, where 
formerly the Houſe of Don Diego Spinoza ſtood, 
which was gariſon'd by the Spaniards, and is com- 
monly known by the Name of Fort Diego. It was 
taken by the General, when he laid Siege to the 
Caſtle, and the Gariſon and Owner of the Houſe 
made Priſoners of War. There are ſtill ſome. 
Ruins of it left, as a great Croſs, Trench, and 
Slaughter-Houſe for Cattle. It muſt formerly 
have been a very fine Eſtate ; but is now quite 
deſerted. In our Way to this Place, we march'd 
thro' ſeveral Bogs and Swamps up to our Bellies. 
At half an Hour after three, we reach'd a thick 
Wood, (after having paſs'd a large Creek, at low 
Water; which, had the Tide been in, would have 
taken us up to the Neck, ) where his Excellency _ 


halted us, for ſome Refreſhment, and where we 


had Plenty of Water, thick, and ſtinking enough, 
m_ | from 
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Prudence and Conduct is highly to be admir'd in 
halting his Men at proper Times, in ſhady Places, 
where Water may be had; which, indeed, is the 


Secret of preſerving Men in theſe. hot Climates; 


and the contrary of which, 2 deſtroy d ſo 
many in the Weſt-Indies. Here our Men found 
out the Contrivance of putting Orange-Peel into 
their Bottles, which temper'd the Water's Heat, 
and, by its generous Bitter, imparted a noble 
Warmth to the Stomach. The Oranges were found 
by the Ddians, for they grow wild in this Coun- 
try. The Heat of the Day being over, we march*d 
thro? ſeveral ſcrubby Marſhes, and Savannahs, and 


from a neighbouring Marſh. His Excellency's 


- 


over a large Creek, which haply was at low Water, 


till we arriv'd at a Kind of a Pine-barren (falſely 
and abſurdly ſo. call'd, from producing nothing 
but thoſe Trees;) where we encamp'd, or rather 
lay on our Arms, all Night; his Excellency taking 
up his Quarters in a hollow Thicket, to the Right 
of his People. All this Day's March, we ſaw the 
melancholy Spots the Indians had ſet Fire to, 


which, in ſome Places, had ſpread near a Mile, ; 
deſtroying all before it, and leaving whole Foreſts 


in Ruin. Theſe, it ſeems, were the Fires we diſco- 
ver'd at Sea; which were not made by the Ene- 
my, but our own Indians: And following this 


Policy, his Excellency ſet Fire to the Woods, 


before we march'd from the aforeſaid Halting- 
Place; that the Enemy might be deceived, and 
think we were ſtill there. When we were ſettled 
in our Encampment, a Number of Men were de- 


tach'd to dig Wells, for we ſtood in great Want 


of Water; and ſeven or eight were immediately 
ſunk, which ſupply'd us very well; but the Water 
was brackiſh. We are in great Hopes the Spaniards 
will come down upon us. Guard as uſual. Several 
of the new Men, not being capable to hold out, _ 
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ſent back; under the Care of a * we 1 
reckon our ſelves thirty Miles from be. Nu s, and 
| ne from Anguſtine. iet i 179501 00h Sie 
Medneſday, March 16. We continue our March, 
till we arrive, at twelve at Noon, ſcorchd to 
| Death, and in great Want of Water, to Place 
call'd the Grave, which truly. merits: that Name; 
where there is a running Brook of the fmeſt 
Water I ever drank: . this Morning's March, 

moſtly, thro*. Pine-barrens, diverſify'd with mat 
entertaining Proſpects, and the Sight of a Mil . 
on of Paroquets and other Birds peculiar to the 
Place, ſeveral of our Men fail*d, and were taken 
up by the Horſes: It was ſo hot, we were almoſt 
barbecu'd, and we met with no Water. Being ſo 
near the Enemy, his Excellency, in every open or 
.expos'd Place we march'd i thro',  order'd Captain 
Horton to form us, and ſo march in Rank and 
File, as long as the broad Road continued. 
Ihis Brook, we are now ſolacing our ſelves by, 
this charming reviving Rill, is ſeated between two 
large Pine-barrens, in a Kind of a Bottom, which 
is quite obſcure, from the Thickets that defend 
at, on the Side of Auuſtiue; and on the other 
Side, a moſt delicious Grove of Cypreſs, Laurel, 
Sc. extends its leafy Honours, into the Air, af- 
fording a fine, ſhady Retreat, from the broiling 
Beams of the Sun. Here our People, throwing 
aſide their Arms and Clothes, gave Way to the 
pleaſing Reſt it afforded them; whilſt the cryſtal 
Stream was inceſſantly. quaff d, and every divert- 
ing Diſcourſe or mirthful Interlude, ſo common 
with Soldiers, took Place; which charm'd che Ge- 
neral, who was delighted to ſee the uſual, natural 
Flow of Spirits in his Men, unaſſiſted» by ought, 
but a Vivacity and Chearfulneſs, inſpir'd by na- 
tive Courage, Vigour, and Health. Twas here, 
Ts. ſeated under an . his Excellency treated 
bis 
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2 Glaſs of Wine each; but more particularly, 
Vith his pleaſing and inſtructive Diſcourſe. 
"Inſtances of the Worth of his Regiment occur 
at this Place, which I muſt not omit. One af 
the Soldiers ſcooping a Hornful of Water from 
the Brook, when we firſt arriv*d, cry'd out in 4 
Rapture, Here's Sack]! Sack, my Lads! The 
General pleaſed with the Fellows Obſervation, 
calPd' hits to him, gave him a Piece of: Money; 
and, mingling ſome Wine with his Water, drank 
to him. The other Inſtance ſhews the excellent 
Decorum they are under, and Readineſs to en- 
counter all Dangers; and was this, that one of the 
Centries from the Guard, on the other Side of the 
Brook, had the Misfortune to have his Piece go 
off, at Half- Cock; inftantly tie Whole ſtarted 
up, and, without Diſorder or Confuſion, imme- 
—_ form'd themſelves, under their ſeveral nw | 
e ithout the leaſt Word of Command. 
At five, we again ſet forward, and N 
over a large; and prodigious long Pine-batrenz 
(melted continually with the igneous Rays Uart- 
ing without Intermiffien on our Heads, which 
was ſo regular an one, as to appear more lilce 
a wide, extended, regular Grove, than ſo wild a 
Place. Half Way thro*, ſuch à Stink aroſe, as 
almoſt ſtruck us all te the Ground, which no one 
could imagine the Source of; at laſt, a Pole- Cat, 
Hke Ours 1 in Europe, but more remarkable in its 
horrid 'Scent, was peroeived, and kilb d, after 4 
long Chace, by 6ur Horſemen :* This Cireum- 
Rtance oceaſion d a greut deal of Mirth. We had 
ſeveral Alarms in this Place; as, thinking we 
heard Guns fir'd, and Hallowing at a Diſtance z 
but diſcover'd nothing. We form' d on this Oc- 
caſion, four or five Times. Marching thro* the 
Woods is rather more inconimodious than the 
Beach, on account of ſo many Stumps and Fal- 
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metto Roots, as we meet with which bruiſe our 
Feet, and often occaſion us to tumble down. To- 
wards Evening we came up to ſeveral Defiles of 
Thickets, Cc. which made us cautious of an Am- 
buſcade; but we: paſs'd them, without being at. 


tack' d, and W d in the broad High. Road 


5 leading to Auguſtine, at about eight o Clock, ac 


counting ourſelves about one Mile from the Ruins 
of the fatal Mouſe, and three from St. Auguſtine. 
We ſtruck off from the Road, into a: Savannah 


on the Right; where a Double - Guard being mount - 


ed, and Centries plac'd, we laid down on our 
Arms, to take ſome little Repoſe, after ſo long a 


Day's March; in the latter Part of which, we met 
with no Water's: and here, when we dug Wells, : 
none could be had that. was drinkable ; but, how- 


ever, Neceſſity obliging, we ſtrain'd it from the 


33 thro* our Teeth. and Handkerchiefs; and,

ſome Meaſure, thereby... cool'd our 
T hroats. Here we could plainly. hear the 


beat in the Caſtle of Sz. Auguſtiue, and our moſt 


advanc'd Centries could hear theirs challeng'd. 


At three in the Morning, a falſe Alarm being 


ſpread, that one of the Guard had: deſerted, the 
Adjutant was ordered ſilently to wake us, and 
we march'd, with as great, Circumſpection and 


Caution as poſſible, back to the Entrance of the 

afore: mentioned Defiles, before the Break of wengs 

the Grenadiers bringing up our Rear. 
Tur ſday, March 17. Halting at Day-Break, tt 


8 in a ſmall Marſh, on both Sides enclos'd with 


thick Woods; at whoſe Entrance grew a Multitude 


of large Palmettos. Amongſt them the General 


ordered a Vacancy to be cut, in Form of an half 


Moon, capable to conceal his Men from View 
and here he was reſolv'd to wait for the Enemy, 


if they ſhould haye the Courage: to venture from 


their Walls. Lieut. James Hall commanded an 


Mane d-Guard, and s order d to let the 
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kimſelt, hy. then to NN . in the Rows; 
and drive them up into our Teeth; when, if they 
had veritur'd to come, five hundred could not 
have eſcap'd Death. In this Station, we were al- 
moſt devour'd with Vermin, and diſtracted for 
Want of Water; which, after digging in the 
Wood, we could not find. His Excellency, and 
fix or ſeven Horſemen, in order to decoy them 
out, rode from hence as far as'the Out-Centries of 
the Spaniards, who retir'd, without firing, into the 
Cattle, pu urſu'd by him to the very Walls. But find- 
ing nothing could provoke them to appear, he re- 
turned, propoſing to lie in the ſame Poſture for two 
or three Days, and to ſend out frequent Parties 
to the very Gates of the Town. However, this De- 
- ſign was baulk'd, by the Deſertion of one Eels, of 
Col. Cook's Company; 2 Fellow, who” was dif. 
contented, and knew our Number, Diſpoſition, - 
and every Thing, which the Relation of could in- 


Aduce them to ſally upon us. He was purſued, 


but had hid himſelf in the Woods; from whence, 
he afterwards went to the Enemy. Finding our 
Situation, by this, would be too dangerous, his 
| Excellency order'd the Whole to march, himſelf. 
| always bringing up the Rear. 

At eight o Clock, we enter'd the long bine baer 
when our Indians diſcovered a fine, cool Spring, 
at the Root of a large Oak; the very Mention of 
which - occaſion'd ſeveral of our Men to deſert 
their Arms, and run towards it; for which, two 
of them were tied Neck and Heels, as an Exampl e 
to the reſt. We all march'd up to this charming 
Place, this Moſaic Stream, gladen*d; as the Iſruelites

2 March, of more than twenty Miles; in which, 
Numbers dropp'd down thro' the exceſſive, tortur- 
ing Heat, and fainting Labour, and were forc'd 
to be brought upon the Horſes, which follow'd.. - 
Friday, March 18. The Mens Feet are very 
much bliſter'd, and even our old Marchers jaded 
to Death; and arriving on St. Juan's Beach, that 
hard Ground, after marching. thro' the Woods, 
batter'd our Feet extremely. However, we march'd 

_ briſkly, under all theſe Diſadvantages, and arriv'd 
at four o Clock to our former Camp, at St. Wan's, 
and again took Poſſeſſion of it, with Drums beat - 
ing, and found the Veſſels and all ſafe. Juſt be» 
fore, arriv'd two Boats from Frederica, with Pro- 
_ viſions and twenty Auxiliary Iadians of the Creek 
Nation, who were diſpatch'd by Capt. Mac Kay, 
and forwarded by Fort-Major Stewart, at Fort- 
William. By them we were inform'd; that all was 
wel = „ oo ongntd Ld Lett act 
Saturday, March 19. The Rangers and their 
| Horſes were this Morning ferry'd over to Talbot, 
in order to proceed home; and Lieut. Mac Kay, 
with his Highlanders, was ſent in his Boat up the 
Lake de Poupa, or Oplethorpe, to ſee if the Spani- 
ards had begun to repair the Fort of that Name, 
and that of Piccalatia; the former of which was 
kept, during the Siege of Auguſtine, and gariſon'd 
by the General, firſt, under Lieut. Hugh Mac-Kay, 
ſince deceas'd; next under Enſign Cathcart, and 
afterwards under Enſign Anthony Morelon, ſince a 
Lieutenant. At the Raiſing the Siege, it was de- 
moliſhed by Capt. Danlar. We boil three Days 
Allowance of Beef. In the Afternoon, the afore- 
laid Indians ſet out for St. Auguſtine, on an Expe- 
dition. Several Complaints being utter'd of the 
Badneſs of the Beef and Water, his Excellency,

The Siege of Auguſtine, and the continual In- 
curſions ſince made by his Excellency, having 
quite render'd the open Country, from St. Mathia's 
to Auguſtine, uſeleſs to the Spaniards, (and ſpoil'd 
their lu Methods of decoying our Negroes 
from Carolina, and elſewhere; whence, in Num- 
bers, they uſed to deſert to them, before the 
Settlement of Georgia, and were, on embracing 
their Religion, inſtated in certain Lands, which 
they held of that Government;) they kept all 
their Cattle on the Metanpas or St. Anaſtatia, 


guarded by Slaves. The Deſtruction of theſe 


would have produc'd fatal Effects to the Spani- 
ards; and the Hazard of it made it one of the 
boldeſt Attempts that has of late been heard of: 
For the Troops muſt have been landed on a Beach, 
where the Sea ran Mountains high with the leaſt 
Breath of Wind, and under the very Cannon of 


the Caſtle, and where the Ships are every Mo- 


ment in Danger of being blown from their An- 
chors and driven on Shore; (and tho", at the 
Siege of Auguſtine, the brave Major Alexander 
Heron, ſince made a Lieutenant-Colonel, by Bre- 
vet, in the Abſence of Lieutenant-Colonel il.

At ſix De, ſtood over 
the Bar of Sz. Simon's into the Sound, and found 
the Succeſs on her Station. We proceeded direct- 
ly for Frederica, and at nine at Night landed there; 
the other Veſſels being arriv'd ſafe the Morning

any Priſoner, nor ſeen a Spaniard without the Walls; 
ſo much were they terrify'd with our late At- 
tempts. And fince this, ſeveral Parties of our In- 
diaus have been out, to their very Gates, and kept 
the Watches in the utmoſt Panic and Fear, 
bringing his Excellency three or four Priſoners, 
at different Times, all whom he has carried to 
England with him. .
